TO ABOLISH SUBMARINES 


World opinion for the abolition of the submarine 
is growing rapidly, since the disaster to the big British 
menitor. ‘It is naturally strongest in England, and in 
America which recently had a similar disaster. 
Opposition to the submarine was formerly based} 
almost entirely on its character as a weapon of offense. 
The World War proved it to be the thug of the sea. 
It acknowledged no law, no morality. It acted on 
the principle that it was justified in doing anything to 
advance the military purposes of the country it repre- 
sented. 

It was a mere accident, says its opponents, that the 
submarine acquired bad character chiefly in German 
hands. Let another war break out, and any belligerent 
with submarines will do as Germany did. It is a 
weapon that cannot be controlled. If it operates at 
all, it will operate as a sneak, an assassin. 

Recently there has been a wave of sympathy ioo, 
for the men operating on such craft. The suomarine 
is almost as pitiless to its own crew as the enemy. 
And there is:no assistance of greater ‘safety. 

So talk spreads of junking the world’s under-sea 
craft. Such ialk was started officially by British 
spokesmen at the Washington arms conference four 
years ago. At that time America joined with France 
and’ other powers to defer action on the ground that 
the time had not come ito abolish this type of vessel. 
Britain, says Premier Baldwin, is still willing to give 
up submarines. 

The United States seems to feel much the same 
way about it as Britain does. France hesitates, but 
is willing to attend a conference on the matter. The 
League of Nations is making a study of the question. 
So something may be done about it next year.
